ALEXANDRIA, Va. (AP) 

— Paul Manafort orches¬ 
trated a multimillion-dollar 
conspiracy to evade U.S. 
tax and banking laws, 
leaving behind a trail of lies 
as he lived a lavish lifestyle, 
prosecutors said Tuesday 
as they laid out their case 
against the former Trump 
campaign chairman. 
During his opening state¬ 
ment, Assistant U.S. Attor¬ 
ney Uzo Asonye told the 
jury that Manafort consid¬ 
ered himself above the law 
as he funneled tens of mil¬ 
lions of dollars through off¬ 
shore accounts. That "se¬ 
cret income" was used to 
pay for personal expenses 
such as a $21,000 watch, 
a $15,000 jacket made of 
ostrich and more than $6 
million worth of real estate 
paid for in cash, Asonye 
said.

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New Homeland Security center to guaid againstcyberatlacks

NEW YORK (AP) — The U.S. 
Department of Homeland 
Security is ere a ting a center 
aimed at protecting banks, 
electric companies and 
other critical infrastructure 
against cyberattacks — a 
threat that now exceeds 
the danger of a physical 
attackagainstthe U.S. by a 
hostile foreign group, Sec¬ 
retary Kirstjen Nielsen said 
Tuesday. 

The National Risk Manage¬ 
ment Center will work to 
quickly identify and ad¬ 
dress potential threats and 
improve safeguards across 
a range of industries, she 
said. It will prioritize risks to 
industries that most Ameri¬ 
cans rely on, like the power 
grid. It is designed to be a 
partnership with private 
companies and federal 
agencies, with Homeland 
Security as the lead agen¬ 
cy. 

The department's election 
security taskforce, created 
last year, will become part 


of the new center, officials 
said. 

Nielsen spoke at a cyber¬ 
security summit hosted by 
government officials that 
brought CEOs of credit 
card companies, telecom¬ 
munications industries and 
utilities together with the 
heads of the NSA, FBI and 


Depa rtment of Energy. 

The summit comes during 
renewed concern over 
the possibility of Russian- 
sponsored meddling in the 
midterm elections, and crit¬ 
icism of the Trump adminis¬ 
tration's efforts on cyberse¬ 
curity. 

Sen. Claire McCaskill, D- 


Missouri announced that 
Russian hackers tried un¬ 
successfully to infiltrate her 
Senate computer network 
and Sen.Jeanne Shaheen, 
D-New Hampshire, told 
The Associated Press that 
someone contacted her 
office "claiming to be an 
official from a country."She 
is not up for re-election. 
President Donald Trump 
has offered mixed messag¬ 
es on Russian interference 
in U.S. elections — at times 
even calling it a "hoax," 
though he acknowledged 
in a recent tweet that the 
midtermsarea likely target. 
Nielsen said Tuesday the 
government cannot allow 
Russian interference again. 
"Let me be clear on this, 
any attempt to interfere in 
our elections is a direct at¬ 
tack on our democracy, it 
is unacceptable, and it will 
not be tolerated," she said. 
"Mark my words: America 
will not tolerate this med¬ 
dling." 

Nielsen said Tuesday the 


threat is not limited to elec¬ 
tions, and cannot be un¬ 
derestimated. She cited 
as examples the credit bu¬ 
reau breach where half of 
Americans had personal in¬ 
formation exposed online, 
plus the WannaCry ran- 
somware that spread from 
North Korea to more than 
150 countries, and Russian 
hackers compromised the 
control rooms of U.S. ener¬ 
gy companies. 

'These incidents, though, 
are only the beginning,"she 
said. "Rogue regimes and 
hostile groups are prob¬ 
ing critical systems world¬ 
wide every moment as we 
speak. And without aggres¬ 
sive action to secure our 
networks, it is only a matter 
of time before we get hit 
hand in the homeland."

"A man in this courtroom 
believed the law did not 
apply to him — nottaxlaw, 
not banking law," Asonye 
said a she sketched out the 
evidence gathered by spe¬ 
cial counsel Robert Muel¬ 
ler's team in M ana fort's 
bankfraud and taxevasion 
trial. 

It's the first trial arising from 
Mueller's investigation into 
potential ties between 
Donald Trump's presiden¬ 
tial campaign and Russia. 
Mueller was not present in 
the courtroom. 

Defense attorney Ihomas 
Zehnle said in his opening 
statement that Manafort 
trusted othersto keep track 
of the millions of dollars he 
was earning from his Ukrai¬ 
nian political work. 

He made clearthat under¬ 
mining the credibility of Rick 
Gates, his former business 
associate and the govern¬ 
ment's star witness, is cen¬ 
tra I to the defense strategy. 
Zehnle said Manafort, earn¬ 
ing millions as a political 
consultant helping officials 
in other parts of the world, 
relied on Gates and others 
— including a professional 
accounting firm — to keep 
watch overthe money. 
"Money's coming in fast. It's 
a lot, and Paul Manafort 
trusted that Rick Gates was 
keeping track of it," Zehn- 
le said. 'That's what Rick 
Gates was being paid to 
do." 

He warned jurors that 
Gates could not be trusted 
and wasthe type of witness 
who would say anything he 
could to save himself from 
a lengthy prison sentence 
and a crippling financial 
penalty. 

Gates, who spent years 
working for Manafort in 


Ukraine and is also ac¬ 
cused of helping him falsify 
paperwork used to obtain 
the bank loans, cut a plea 
deal with Muellerearlierthis 
year. Gatesalso worked as 
an aide on Trump's cam¬ 
paign. 

Manafort, who has been 
jailed fornearlytwo months, 
wore a black suit and ap¬ 
peared fully engaged in his 
defense, whispering with his 
attorneys during jury selec¬ 
tion and scribbling notesas 
the prosecution began its 
opening statement. 

Before the start of jury selec¬ 
tion Tuesday, prosecutors 
filed an expanded list of its 
evidence exhibits, includ¬ 
ing several email chains 
between Manafort and 
Stephen Calk, a Chicago 
bank chairman. The added 
evidence also appears to 
include documents related 
to bank accounts in Cy¬ 
prus. 

The government intends 
to show that Manafort tun¬ 
neled more than $60 million 
in proceeds from his Ukrai¬ 
nian political consulting 
through offshore accounts 
and hid a "significant" por¬ 
tion of it from the IRS. 
Asonye said Manafort cre¬ 
ated "bogus" loans, falsi¬ 
fied documents and lied 
to his tax preparer and 
bookkeeper to conceal 
the money, which he ob¬ 
tained from Ukrainian oli¬ 
garchs through a series of 
shell company transfers 
and later from fraudulently 
obtained bank loans in 
the U.S. But Zehnle disput¬ 
ed prosecutors' account 
that Manafort was trying 
to conceal his earnings by 
storing money in bank ac¬ 
counts in Cyprus. He said 
that arrangement was 
not Manafort's doing but 
was instead the preferred 


method of payment of the 
supportersofthe pro-Russia 
Ukrainian political party 
who were paying his con¬ 
sulting fees. 

Defense lawyers also 
sought to address head-on 
Manafort's wealth and the 
images of a gaudy lifestyle 
that jurors are expected to 
see during the trial. 


"Paul Manafort traveled in 
circles that most people will 
never know and he's got¬ 
ten handsomely rewarded 
for it," Zehnle said. "We do 
not dispute that." 

The judge even interrupt¬ 
ed the prosecutor during 
his opening statements to 
caution him against sug¬ 
gesting there was some¬ 


thing criminal about being 
a multimillionaire. 

"It isn't a crime to have a 
lot of money and be prof¬ 
ligate in your spending," 
U.S. District J udge T.S. Ellis 
III said. 'There was No Col¬ 
lusion (except by Crooked 
Hillary and the Demo-

NEW YORK (AP) — The war 

of words intensified be¬ 
tween two titans in Repub¬ 
lican politics on Tuesday 
as President Donald Trump 
trashed the conservative 
billionaire Koch brothers as 
a 'total joke in real Republi¬ 
can circles." 

The presidential insult fol¬ 
lowed a weekend gather¬ 
ing of Koch officials who 
repeatedly condemned 
Trump's trade policies, the 
explosion of government 
spending under his watch 
and his divisive tone. 

Ihe intra-party feud could 
hurt the GOP in this fall's 
midterm elections and be¬ 
yond. While the Kochs re¬ 
fused to endorse Trump's 
first presidential run, the 
president's loyalists don't 
want his 2020 re-election 
campaign bogged down 
by lingering bad blood. 
Ihe Koch network boasts 
an army of grassroots ac¬ 
tivists across 36 states and 
has promised to spend 
between $300 million and 
$400 million on politics and 
policy this election cycle 
alone. 


'The globalist Koch Broth¬ 
ers, who have become a 
total joke in real Repub¬ 
lican circles, are against 
Strong Borders and Power¬ 
ful Trade," Trump tweeted. 
"I neversought their support 
because I don't need their 
money orbad ideas." 

The president later added: 


"I'm for America First & the 
American Worker— a pup¬ 
pet for no one. Two nice 
guyswith bad ideas." 

Over the weekend, net¬ 
work patriarch, 82-year-old 
Charles Koch, refused to 
criticize Trump personally 
when The Associated Press 
asked whether the presi¬ 


dent should bear any re¬ 
sponsibility for the divisive 
tone in Washington. 

'We've had divisive ness 
long before Trump became 
president and we'll have 
it long after he's no longer 
president," Koch said dur¬ 
ing a rare question-and-an¬ 
swer session with reporters. 
"I'm into hating the sin and 
not the sinner." 

Responding to Trump's so¬ 
cial media attack, Koch 
spokesman James Davis 
was measured. 'We sup¬ 
port policies that help all 
people improve their lives 
We look forward to work¬ 
ing with anyone to do so," 
he said. 

The day before, the Kochs' 
political advocacy network 
announced it would not 
back the GOP candidate 
in the North Dakota Senate 
race, determining that Re¬ 
publican challenger Kevin 
Cramer's record on govern¬ 
ment spending made him 
no better than Democratic 
incumbent Sen. Heidi Heit- 
kamp in the marquee Sen¬ 
ate contest. 

The Kochs have not ruled 
out similar moves in top-tier 
Senate races in Indiana, 
Missouri, Montana, and 
West Virginia, although 
they a re actively working to 
help elect Republican Sen¬ 
ate candidates in Florida, 
Tennessee and Wisconsin. 
'We've got a message 
for lawmakers across the 
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country. We are raising the 
bar, raising expectations," 
Koch lieutenant Emily Se- 
ideltold donors Monday. 
While the move echoed 
across the political world, 
Republican operatives qui¬ 
etly dismissed the practical 
impact of the Koch's deci¬ 
sion on the North Dakota 
Senate race, where Cram¬ 
er's campaign believes he 
has a double-digit lead in 
the deep-red state against 
the Democratic incum¬ 
bent. Yet there is a desire 
forthe Kochs to cooperate 
with Trump allies in other 
states, suchasNevada and 
Montana, where Republi¬ 
can candidates are con¬ 
sidered more vulnerable. 
Some Trump loyalists were 
furious at perceived con¬ 
tradictions in the Koch 
network's behavior and 
worried that it could com¬ 
plicate the president's 2020 
re-election. 

'The Kochs had zero to do 
with Trump's win in 2016," 
former White House coun¬ 
selor Steve Bannon told the 
AP. "But they were willing to 
support the tax cut and the 
deregulation, while oppos¬ 
ing the heart of Trumpism 
— trade and immigration." 
Trump's animosity toward 
the Koch brothers, like 
so much of his anger to¬ 
ward conservative heavy¬ 
weights, stems from the 
influential donors' pointed 
refusal to support him in the 
run-up to the 2016 presiden¬ 
tial campaign. Back then, 
he criticized Koch-backed 
politic ia ns as "puppets." 
Tensions remained be¬ 
tween the two camps— in 
part fueled by the Kochs' 
status as key members of 
the Manhattan donor net¬ 
work, a group that haslong 
rejected Trump, even as 
the president staffed his 
administration with a num¬ 
ber of Koch alumni. 

Trump has complained to 
confidants that the Kochs 
"never respected" him and 
"refused to get on board" 
his electoral movement, 
according to a person fa¬ 
miliar with his views but not 
authorized to discuss pri¬ 
vate conversations He has 
expressed worry that they 
may try to undermine his 
administration, the person 
saidO

HADDAM, Conn. (AP) — A 

town official opposed to 
President Donald Trump's 
policies took a knee during 
the Pledge of Allegiance 
at a tense meeting packed 
with more than 100 people, 
dividing community resi¬ 
dents and furthering an in¬ 
tense debate over protests 
and the First Amendment. 
Haddam Selectwoman 
Melissa Schlag faced jeers 
while she kneeled during 
the pledge on Monday 
and asked residents and 
politiciansto notadd words 
to her "silent protest." 

"I appreciate everyone 
coming out because this is 
truly town govemmentatits 
best," Schlag, a Democrat, 
said after the demonstra¬ 
tion. "We need to continue 


the conversation or hate 
will continue to fester." 
Haddam resident Marine 
Pablo Arroyo told Schlag 
she should protest on her 
own time. 

"lam not here to disrespect 
you as you've done to my 
flag, my country," Arroyo 
said. 

Vietnam veteran and town 
resident Bob Wallin, who 
supported Schlag's right 
to protest, said no one 
has a right to tell her how 
and when to exercise free 
speech. 

Before the meeting, about 
100 people organized by 
Republican governor's 
race candidate lim Herbst 
and state Sen. Art Linares 
rallied in the town, which 
has about 8,000 residents, 


to call Schlag's protest 
disrespectful. A crowd of 
about 75 rallied in a differ¬ 
ent part of town in support 
of Schlag's protest. 

Schlag said she began 
kneeling during the pledge 
earlier this month to protest 
Trump's summit with Russian 
President Vladimir Putin, his 
hard-line stance on immi¬ 
gration and other policies. 


Trump, a Republican, has 
said his immigration policies 
and his plan to build a wall 
along the Mexican border 
are meant to keep the Unit¬ 
ed States safe. 

Schlag said she has no 
plans to seek higheroffice. 
She said she has received 
harassment and threats 
over her protest and calls 
fo r he r resig na tio n .□ 


J udge rejects gag older request in Stormy Daniels' case

federal judge rejected a

Cohen's attor¬ 
ney, Brent Blakely, argued 
Michael Avenatti's frequent 
television appearances 
and near-daily tweets 
about Trump and Cohen 
could taint future jurors. 
The judge said lastweekhe 
had some concerns about 
statements that Avenatti 
has made about Cohen, 
but the standard fora gag 
order was high and it did n't 
seem as though Cohen 
had met that burden. 
Daniels, whose real name is 
Stephanie Clifford, hassaid 
she had sex with Trump in 
2006, when he wasmatried, 
a claim he denies Days 


before the 2016 presiden¬ 
tial election, she was paid 
$130,000 for her silence in 
a deal handled by Cohen.

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U.S says driving would be riskier if Hiel standards tougher

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Trump administration says 
people would drive more 
and be exposed to in¬ 
creased risk if their cars 
get better gas mileage, 
an argument intended to 
justify freezing Obama-era 
toughening of fuel stan¬ 
dards 

Transportation experts dis 
pute the arguments, con¬ 
tained in a draft of the 
administration's proposals 
prepared this summer, ex¬ 
cerpts of which were ob¬ 
tained by The Associated 
Press. 

fhe excerpts also show 
the administration plans to 
challenge California's long¬ 
standing authority to enact 
its own, tougher pollution 
and fuel standards. 
Revisions to the mileage re- 
quirementsfor2021 through 
2026 are still being worked 
on, the administration says, 
and changes could be 
made before the proposal 
is released as soon as this 
week. 

The Trump administration 
gave notice earlier this 
yearthat it would roll back 
tough new fuel standards 
put into place in the wan¬ 
ing daysofthe Obama ad¬ 
ministration. Anticipating 
the new regulation, Cali¬ 
fornia and 16 other states 
sued the Trump administra¬ 
tion in May. 

Overall, "improvements 
over time have better 
longer-term effects simply 
by not alienating consum¬ 
ers, as compared to great 
leaps forward" in fuel ef¬ 
ficiency and other tech¬ 
nology, the administration 
argues. It contends that 
freezing the mileage re¬ 


quirements at 2020 levels 
would save up to 1,000 lives 
peryear. 

New vehicles would be 
cheaper—and heavier — 
if they don't have to meet 
more stringent fuel require¬ 
ments and more people 
would buy them, the draft 
says, and that would put 
more drivers in safer, newer 
vehiclesthat pollute less. 

At the same time, the draft 
says that people will drive 
less if their vehic les get few¬ 
er miles per gallon, lower¬ 
ing the risk of crashes. 

David ZUby, chief research 
officer at the Insurance In¬ 
stitute for Highway Safety, 
said he'sdoubtfulaboutthe 
administration's estimate of 
lives saved because other 
factors could affect traffic 
deaths, such as automak¬ 
ers agreeing to make au¬ 
tomatic emergency brak¬ 
ing standard on all models 
before 2022. 'They're mak¬ 
ing assumptions a bout stuff 
thatmayormay notbe the 


same,"he said. 

Experts say the logic that 
heavier vehicles are safer 
doesn't hold up because 
lighter, newer vehicles per¬ 
form as well or better than 
older, heavier versions in 
crash tests, and because 
the weight difference be¬ 
tween the Obama and 
Trump requirements would 
be minimal. 

"Allow me to be skeptical," 
said Giorgio Rizzoni, an en¬ 
gineering professor and di- 
rectorofthe CenterforAu- 
tomotive Research at Ohio 
State University. 'To say that 
safety is a direct result of 
somehow freezing the fuel 
economy mandate for a 
few years, I think that's a 
stretch." 

Experts say that a heavier, 
bigger vehicle would incur 
less da mage in a crash with 
a smaller, lighter one and 
that fatality rates also are 
higher for smaller vehicles 
But they a Iso say that light- 
ervehic les with metals such 


as aluminum, magnesium, 
titanium and lighter, high- 
strength steel alloys per¬ 
form as well or better than 
their predecessors in crash 
tests. 

Alan Taub, professor of 
materials science and en¬ 
gineering at the University 
of Michigan, said he would 
choose a 2017 Malibu over 
a heavieronefrom20years 
earlier. It's engineered bet¬ 
ter, has more features to 
avoid crashes and addi¬ 
tional airbags, among oth- 
erthings. 'You want to be in 
the newer vehicle," he said. 
An April draft from the 
Trump administration said 
freezing the requirements 
at 2020 levels would save 
people $1,900 per new ve¬ 
hicle. But the la ter d raft rais¬ 
es thatto $2,100 and even 
a s hig h a s $2,700 by 2025. 
Environmental groups 
questioned the justification 
for freezing the standards 
Luke Tonachel, director of 
the clean-vehicle program 


at the Natural Resources 
Defense Council, said the 
risk from people driving 
more due to higher mile¬ 
age is 'tiny and maybe 
even negligible." 

Under the Trump adminis¬ 
tration proposal, the fleet 
of new vehicles would 
have to average roughly 30 
mpg in real-world driving, 
and that wouldn't change 
through 2026. 

California has had the au¬ 
thority under the half-cen- 
tury-old Clean Air Act to 
set its own mileage under 
a special rule allowing the 
state to curb its chronic 
smog problem. More than 
a dozen states follow Cali¬ 
fornia's standards, amount¬ 
ing to about 40 percent of 
the country's new-vehicle 
ma rket. 

Asked if he thinks a freeze 
in U.S. mileage standards 
is warranted, EPA act¬ 
ing administrator Andrew 
Wheelertold a small group 
of reporters at EPA head¬ 
quarters last week, "I think 
we need to go where the 
technology takes us" on 
fuel standards. 

Wheelerdid not elaborate. 
Agency spokespeople did 
not respond when asked 
specifically if the EPA act¬ 
ing chief was making the 
case that modem cars 
could be both fuel efficient 
and safe. 

Wheeler also spoke out for 
what he called "a 50-state 
solution" that would keep 
the U.S car and truck mar¬ 
ket from splitting between 
two different mileage stan¬ 
dards 

The Department of Trans¬ 
portation said in a state¬ 
ment that the final fuel 
economy standards would 
be based on sound sci¬

NEW YORK (AP) — A New 

York City dad who had 
ranted online that his life 
was being destroyed by a 
trans-Atlantic custody fight 
fatally shot his 6-year-old 
son, his ex-wife and his cur¬ 
rent wife before turning a 
gun on himself, police said. 
James Shields opened fire 
Monday nightathisQueens 
apartment on what his fa¬ 
ther said was one of the 
lastdaysofa summervisita- 
tion with his son, Giacomo 
J ames. 

James Shields Sr. said his 
son's ex-wife, 47-year-old 
Dutch artist Linda Olthof, 
had been raising Giacomo 
in the Netherlands and was 
due to take him back there 
next week. 

ShieldsSr. said Tuesday that 
hisgrandson, known asj im- 
my, was "a beautiful boy." 
He defended his son as a 
"good man." 

Shields, 39, wrote in an on¬ 
line post that Olthof only 
wanted J immy in the U.S. for 
two weeks a year. Shields 
said that was something "I 
just can't accept as a fa¬ 
ther." He posted his custody 
dispute rant on GoFundMe 
in April under the subject 
'Child Kidnapping." 

Shields, a licensed physical 
therapist, was armed with 
a pair of Glock pistols and 
had seven extra maga¬ 


zines loaded with dozensof 
rounds of ammunition, po¬ 
lice said. 

He had a permit to keep 
guns in his residence and 
the pistols appeared to 
have been legally pur¬ 
chased, according to in¬ 
vestigators. 

A building caretaker saw 
the bloodied first-floor 
apartment through a win¬ 
dow while taking out gar¬ 
bage and called 911. A 
throng of officers, some in 
heavy tactical gear, re¬ 
sponded to the low-rise 
brick building. 

Police held off on releas¬ 
ing the name of Shields's 
current wife, also from the 
Netherlands, pending no¬ 
tification of her family. The 
Dutch government said she 
was38yearsold. 

Olthof and her son arrived 
in New YorkforShields'svisi¬ 
tation on July 21, Chief of 
Detectives Dermot Shea 
said. 

Shea said Shields' neigh¬ 
bors appeared to know 
little about him. Police 
were called last Decem¬ 
ber when someone heard 
people arguing and possi¬ 
bly throwing things around 
in his apartment.

Leave me 
alone!" 

Roughly 300 demonstrators 
called for the officers 
involved to be fired 
and arrested, though a 
prosecutor announced 
a day earlier that he was 
declining to file charges. 


Aftera rallyatthe Hennepin 
County Government 
Center, the protesters 
marched along the light 
rail tracks, shutting down 
service for nearly an hour 
as workers were leaving 
downtown and Minnesota 
Twins fans were trying to 
getto a game. 

Blevins, 31, was shot 
June 23 by Minneapolis 
officers after they chased 
him into an alley in north 
Minneapolis. His sister, 
Darlynn Blevins, said her

BERLIN (AP) — The heat¬ 
wave gripping large 
stretches of Europe has 
already been blamed for 
deadly forest fires and crop 
failures Now freshwaterfish 
could be its next victims. 
Some regions in Germany 
sweltered as the mercury 
hit 39 degrees Celsius (102 
Fahrenheit) and the Ger¬ 
man Meteorological Office 
said the country's record 
of 40.3 Celsius (104.5 Fahr¬ 
enheit) could be topped 
Tuesday. 

Rivers like the Rhine and 
the Elbe have soaked up 
so much heat that fish are 
beginning to suffocate. 

"I'm expecting a tragedy as 
soon as next week," Philipp 
Sicherfrom the Swiss Fishery 
Association told German 
newsagency dpa. 

In Hamburg, authorities 
collected almost five met¬ 
ric tons (11,000 pounds) of 
dead fish from ponds over 
the weekend, dpa report¬ 
ed. Firefighters have started 
pumping fresh water into 
some ponds and lakes in a 
bid to raise oxygen levels. 
Scientists say the record 
heat seen in Europe but 
also North America and 
partsof Asia thisyearpoints 
to the influence of man¬ 
made climate change and 
could become more com¬ 
mon in future. 

Several of Germany's nu¬ 
clear power stations are 
reducing energy output 
because rivers used to cool 
the power plants are too 
warm. 

Ihe low water levels have 
also made shipping more 
difficult, with a complete 
ban imposed on boats on 


the Oder river in eastern 
Germany. 

Meanwhile, the country's 
FarmerisAssociation task¬ 
ing the government for 1 
billion euros ($1.17 billion) in 
financial aid to help cover 
losses from this year's poor 
harvest. 

Association president 
J oachim Rukwied said Ger¬ 
man farmers expect the 
grain harvest to be 20 per¬ 
cent smallerthan last year, 
with rapeseed crops down 
30 percent, as it has barely 
rained during the past 12 
weeks, dpa reported. 

A group representing po¬ 
tato farmers said they're 
expecting harvests to be 
25 percent smaller than 
last year and warned that 
the losses may lead not 
only to more expensive but 
also shorter French fries — 


because the spuds are so 
small thisyear. 

The oceans, too, have 
been affected. 

Authorities in Poland last 
week banned swimming at 
over 50 beaches along its 
Baltic Sea coast, after hot 
weather led to the growth 
of toxic bacteria in the un¬ 
usually warm sea. Water 
temperatures in the Baltic 
Sea exceeded 23 C (73.4 
F) in some places. Emer¬ 
gency water rescuers told 
vacationers on hot, sandy 
beaches — from Swinoujs- 
cie in the west to Gdynia in 
the east — not to enter the 
sea, where thick, green- 
brown cyanobacteria 
colonies have grown and 
pose a health threat. 

Police in western Germa¬ 
ny, meanwhile, rushed to 
where callers overnight 


reported hearing frantic 
screaming from a woman 
— but it turned out that a 
hospital had opened its 
windows because of the 
heat and several women 
there were in labor. 

Police dogs in the Swiss city 
of Zurich have been get¬ 
ting special shoes to pre¬ 
vent them from burning 
their paws on the scorch¬ 
ing streets. Swiss authori¬ 
ties have also cancelled 
traditional fireworks dis¬ 
plays in some areas during 
Wednesday's national holi¬ 
day celebrations, citing the 
high risk of forest fires 
Across Europe, forest fires 
have already caused ma¬ 
jor damage. On July 23, 
at least 91 people died in 
a wildfire in Greece — the 
deadliest in Europe for de¬ 
cades 


Temperatures of up to 45 
C (113 F) are forecast for 
Spain and Portugal from 
Wednesday and authorities 
are preparing for the mer¬ 
cury to climb even higher 
through Sunday, increasing 
the risk of emergencies 
In Spain, 27 of the country's 
50 provinces are at "ex¬ 
treme risk"from heat begin¬ 
ning Thursday, the national 
weather agency said. In 
neighboring Portugal, the 
General Directorate for 
Health warned about dust 
blowing in from North Af¬ 
rica and authorities said al¬ 
most 11,000 firefighters and 
56 aircraft are on standby 
to tackle forest fires 
On the other side of the 
continent, Banak peninsula 
in northern Norway report¬ 
ed temperatures Monday 
of 32 degrees Celsius (89.6 
Fahrenheit) — highly unusu¬ 
al forthe Arctic Circle. 
Some are benefiting from 
the simmering heat. 

Beer brewers in Germany 
have seen sales rise 0.6 per¬ 
cent, or 300,000 hectoliters 
(7.92 million gallons), in the 
first half of 2018 compared 
to the same period last 
year. 

"Especially the alcohol-free 
types are currently very 
much sought after," said 
Marc-0liver Huhnholz, from 
the German Brewer-Assoel¬ 
ation. 

In Denmark, where the 
Meteorological Institute 
reported that the month 
of J uly has been the sun¬ 
niest since they started re¬ 
cording data in 1920, sales 
of alcoholic beverages 
dropped in favor of non¬ 
alcoholic beers, sodas and 
white wine, the country's 
1V2 reported.

Abby Maxman, who spent 
a week in northern Yemen 
ea riierthis month, sa id in a n 
interview with The Associ¬ 
ated Press that the coun¬ 
try is already "on the brink 
of starvation or ultimately 
famine, and the tipping 
point for that could hap¬ 
pen very quickly." 
Government forces, 

backed by a Saudi-led 
coalition, are trying to re¬ 
take the port city of Ho- 
deida, the main entry point 
for food in a country de¬ 
pendent on imports, from 
Iranian-allied Shiite rebels 
known as Houthis. The Unit¬ 
ed Nations said Hodeida 
remains open, but there is 
growing concern of the im- 
pactofa portclosure. 
Maxman said 'the humani¬ 
tarian implications will be 


massive" if Hodeida and 
the other smaller Red Sea 
ports controlled by the 
Houthis shut down. 

With a population just un¬ 
der 30 million, she said, 8.4 
million people "already are 
down to one meal perday 
and don't know where their 


next meal will come from, 
one can see that doubling 
almost very quickly, or im¬ 
mediately, if and when the 
ports shut down." 

The president and CEO of 
Oxfam America said fami¬ 
lies she spoke to in camps 
forthe displaced in Khamer 


and Amran "who have suf¬ 
fered at the hands of an 
ongoing conflict that is far 
larger than themselves for 
years" are very caught up 
in day-to-day survival and 
lackhope and the ability to 
see a future for themselves 
"And the data corrobo¬ 


rates what I saw of chil¬ 
dren with malnutrition, with 
people who are looking for 
one meal perday, not hav¬ 
ing theirbasic health needs 
met, Maxman said. 

They feel grateful, she said, 
'to be in an internally dis¬ 
placed persons'camp." 
Maxman said she was 
struck by Yemen's endemic 
inequality which she saw 
first-hand in the capital 
Sanaa — grocery stores 
stocked with all kinds of 
food and fruit and even a 
popcorn machine and a 
cotton candy machine, 
and people struggling to 
find something to eat. 

The Yemen conflict was 
sparked by the Houthitake- 
overof Yemen'scapital Sa¬ 
naa in 2014, which routed 
the internationally recog¬ 
nized government. A Sau¬ 
di-led coalition allied with 
the government has been 
at war with the Houthis 
since 2015. 

Maxman said: "If the con¬ 
flict continues, if there is 
an assault or an attack on 
a major port, if things con¬ 
tinue to go a certain way, 
it would be likely that risk of

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) - Ira n re¬ 
acted skeptically Tuesday 
to President Donald Trump 
saying that he's willing to 
negotiate with his Iranian 
counterpart "anytime," but 
top officials did not reject a 
sit-down out of hand. 

Ali Akbar Nategh Nouri, a 
senior cleric and member 
of the influential Expedi¬ 
ency Council, said Trump's 
suggestion Mondaythathe 
would be willing to meet 
with Iranian President Has- 
san Rouhani should not be 
categorically rejected. 

"It should be discussed in 
the Supreme National Se¬ 
curity Council," said Nat¬ 
egh Nouri, who is a Iso a for- 
meraide to Supreme Lead¬ 
er Ayatollah Ali Khamenei. 
Nategh Nouri said "we 
have to contemplate" the 
gesture, but a Iso cautioned 
"we should not rejoice over 
this offer and not get ex¬ 
cited." 

'Trump may take advan¬ 
tage of this over-excite¬ 
ment," he said, the state- 
run IRNA news agency re¬ 
ported. "It could be a test 
for us." 

Trump pulled the U.S. out of 
a deal with several major 
powers and Iran earlierthis 
yearthatwasmeantto pre¬ 
vent Tehran from develop¬ 
ing nuclear weapons. He's 
also said, however, that as 
renewed sanctions kick in, 
he expected Iran would 
call and offer to return to 
the negotiating table, and 
that "we're ready to make 
a real deal." 

On Monday he said he 
could meet with the Irani¬ 
ans with "no preconditions," 
adding that "if they want 
to meet, I'll meet anytime 
they want." 

Former President Barack 
Obama held a brief phone 
call with Rouhani in 2013, as 
the talks that led up to the 
nuclear deal were getting 


underway. It was the first 
time the presidents of the 
two countries had spoken 
since the 1979 Islamic Rev¬ 
olution and the storming 
of the U.S. Embassy, which 
led to the severing of diplo¬ 
matic ties. 

In his first public comments 
after the remarks, Rouhani 
himself avoided mention¬ 
ing Trump's comments, in¬ 
stead stressing the need for 
the other nations involved 
in the nucleardeal to forge 
ahead with theirpledgesof 
trying to salvage it. 

'Today we are at a very 
critical point in history re¬ 
garding the nucleardeal, 
and Europe's transparent 
measures to compensate 
forthe United States'unlaw¬ 
ful withdrawal from it are 
very important for the Ira¬ 
nian nation," Rouhani said 
after talks with new British 
AmbassadorRob Macaire. 
Britain, along with China, 
Germany, France, Russia 
and the European Union, 
are negotiating with Iran 
on preserving the deal. 


Iranian Foreign MinisterMo- 
hammad J avad Srif noted 
on Twitter that Iran and the 
U.S. had two years of talks 
leading to the nuclear ac¬ 
cord. 

"UScan only blame itself for 
pulling out & leaving the 
table. Threats, sanctions & 
PR stunts won't work. Try re¬ 
spect: for Iranians & for int'l 
commitments," he tweet¬ 
ed. In Washington, a senior 
State Department official 
said Secretary of State Mike 
Pompeo had no plans to 
meet with Srif if they both 
participate at an Asian se¬ 
curity forum in Singapore 
laterthisweek. 

The official, who was not 
authorized to publicly dis¬ 
cuss Pompeo's schedule, 
said there were "no plans 
for any engagement with 
Iran" at the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations 
Regional Forum. 

Pompeo will be in Singa¬ 
pore forthe forum and re¬ 
lated events on Friday and 
Saturday. 

There had been specula¬ 


tion such a meeting might 
be in the works On Mon¬ 
day, Pompeo met with 
Oman's foreign minister in 
Washington ahead of his 
trip to Singapore. Oman, 
which has good ties with 
both Washington and Teh¬ 
ran, has served as a facili¬ 
tator of previous talks be¬ 
tween the U.S. and Iran, 
notably during the Obama 
administration. 

The Iranian leadership has 
previously ruled out one- 
on-one talks with Trump, 
following hisdecision to pull 
the United States out of the 
deal underwhich Iran was 
given relief from sanctions 
in return for curbs on its nu¬ 
clear prog ram. 

Iran's semi-official ISNA 
news agency quoted Rou- 
hani's political adviser Ha¬ 
mid Aboutalebi as saying 
that for talks to happen, 
the U.S. needs to rejoin the 
deal. 

Trump withdrew from the 
landmark nuclear accord 
in May, saying it was too 
generous to Iran. He has 


vowed to ramp up sanc¬ 
tions until Iran radically 
changes its policies, includ¬ 
ing its support forthe Syrian 
government and regional 
militant groups, something 
the country's leaders have 
long refused to do. 

Even though Trump said 
there would be "no precon¬ 
ditions" to talks with Rou¬ 
hani, he also did not walk 
back from any of those 
earlier demands. 

With the first U.S. sanctions 
due to come into effect 
next Monday, the econo¬ 
my in Iran hasalready been 
hit, giving rise to growing 
fears of prolonged eco¬ 
nomic suffering, 
notherround, covering oth¬ 
er types of commerce, in¬ 
cluding oil purchases, goes 
into effect Nov. 4. 

Rouhani on Tuesday again 
suggested Iran could 
cause major disruptions 
in the Gulf region by at¬ 
tempting to block key ship¬ 
ping lanes, saying "Iran has 
never sought tensions in the 
region and does not want 
there to be any problem 
for the world's waterways, 
but it will never let go of its 
right to export oil,"the semi¬ 
official Mehr news agency 
reported. 

With the U.S. sanctions 
looming, the Iranian cur¬ 
rency has been in freefall, 
hitting a new low Monday, 
at 122,000 to the dollar 
on the thriving black mar¬ 
ket. It recovered slightly to 
115,000 on Tuesday, but 
concerns are growing as 
Iranians have seen their 
savings dwindle and pur¬ 
chasing powerdrop.

Experts said it was still un- 
clearwhetherthe rivalscan 
reach any breakthrough 
agreement on reducing 
tensions in the near future 
because South Korea, in 
close consultationswith the 
United States, must link any 
expansion of ties to prog¬ 
ress in North Korea's nucle- 
ardisarmament. 

The Washington Post re¬ 
ported Monday that U.S. 
intelligence agencies have 
obtained evidence that 
indicates North Korea is 
building new long-range 
missiles despite ongoing 
disarmament talks with the 
United States It cited anon- 
ymousoffic ia Is 'fa milia rwith 
the intelligence" as saying 
that work on at least one 
and possibly two intercon¬ 
tinental ballistic missileswas 
underway. 

Tuesday's meeting at the 
Koreas' shared border vil¬ 
lage of Panmunjom was 
the second such high-level 
military contact since the 
two countries' leaders held 
a landmark summit in April 
and pledged to reduce the 
danger of another war on 
the peninsula. 

The chief South Korean 
delegate, Maj. Gen. Kim 
Do Gyun, said the two 
sides had a common view 
in principle on disarming 
a jointly controlled area 
at Panmunjom, removing 


some guard posts from the 
Demilitarized Tone that bi¬ 
sects the countries, halting 
hostile acts along their dis¬ 
puted sea boundary, and 
conducting joint searches 
for soldiers missing from the 
1950-53 Korean War in DMZ 
areas. He said the Koreas 
will continue talks on details 
of the issues, according to 
Seoul's Defense Ministry. 

Kim described Tuesday's 
talks as "sincere" and "can¬ 
did," saying he believesthe 
two militaries could contrib¬ 
ute to establishing a last¬ 
ing peace between the 
countries. His North Korean 
counterpart, Lt. Gen. An 
Ik San, said the talks were 
"productive" and that he 
also believes many pend¬ 
ing military issues can be 
resolved. 


During the April summit and 
a J une meeting with U.S. 
President Donald Trump, 
North Korean leader Kim 
J ong Un expressed his com¬ 
mitment to the "complete 
denuclearization of the Ko¬ 
rean Peninsula." But there 
have been concerns that 
North Korea hasn't taken 
any serious disarmament 
measures since then. 

North Korea suspended its 


missile and nuclear tests 
and shut down its nuclear 
test site, and recent satel¬ 
lite photos indicate it also 
began dismantling key fa¬ 
cilities at its main rocket 
launch site. But many for¬ 
eign experts believe those 
are not enough to prove it's 
seriousa bout d isa rma ment, 
saying the North must first 
submit a list of nuclear as¬ 
sets to be dismantled. 


North Korea entered talks 
with the United States and 
South Korea earlier this 
year apparently because 
it urgently needs to revive 
an economy hit hard by 
American-led U.N. sanc¬ 
tions. Kim has made it clear 
that he prefers a step-by- 
step disarmament process 
that is matched by recip¬ 
rocal outside rewards and 
concessions for each step. 
Many experts say North 
Korea merely intends to 
weaken the sanctions and 
has no intention of fully giv¬ 
ing up its nuclear weapons. 
Last Friday, North Korea re¬ 
turned what were said to 
be dozens of remains of 
American soldiers missing 
from the 1950-53 Korean 
War, something Kim prom¬ 
ised during his summit with 
Trump. Trump thanked him 
for 'fulfilling a promise" to 
send backU.S. remainsand 
said itwasa step in the right 
direction following their 
summit. In exchange for re¬ 
turning the U.S. war dead, 
North Korea may demand 
that the United States 
agree on a declaration to 
end the Korean War as a 
U.S. security guarantee. 

The Korean Warended with 
an armistice, not a peace 
treaty, leaving the penin¬ 
sula in a technical state of

people are fleeing political 
violence and rights viola¬ 
tions in Nicaragua follow¬ 
ing a violent crackdown on 
anti-government protests.

Rights called on other na¬ 
tions Tuesday to help Cos¬ 
ta Rica, which has been 
flooded with thousands of 
requests for asylum. 

Giulia Mortrones said she 
had headed by bus to the 
Costa Rican border be¬ 
cause university students 
like her had become a tar- 
getforNicaraguan police. 
'We were afraid that some¬ 
thing would happen to us," 
Mortrones said while wait¬ 
ing at Penas Blancas, on 
the borderwith Costa Rica. 
'We are fleeing from there 
(Nicaragua), from the na¬ 
tional police, because they 
are following all students." 
The flight of Nicaraguans 
has intensified in the past 
month since Ortega's po¬ 
lice and paramilitary forces 
worked to clear the last of 
the barricades that had 
been knotting the country's 
traffic since April. 

In July, paramilitary forces 


attacked students who 
had been holed up at the 
National Autonomous Uni¬ 
versity of Nicaragua, one 
of the opposition's last bas¬ 
tions in Managua. Then a 
couple of days later, police 
and armed, masked civil¬ 
ians routed the opposition 
stronghold of Monimbo in 
Masaya, about an hour 
south of the capital. 

People who observed the 
barricades in their neigh- 


borhoodssaid government 
informants had been com¬ 
piling lists of who was man¬ 
ning them or supporting 
them. People on those lists 
are now being systemically 
hunted and arrested, ac¬ 
cording to Nicaraguan hu¬ 
man rightsgroups. 

In Masaya last week, sev¬ 
eral dozen people, mostly 
women, waited outside 
the town's police station for 
word oftheirloved ones. 


One woman, who declined 
to give her name because 
she hoped her son would 
soon be released, said he 
had been arrested the 
week before while trying 
to flee into Costa Rica. The 
police had sent him back 
to Masaya and he was be¬ 
ing investigated for his al¬ 
leged participation in the 
barricades 

Student leader Victor Cua- 
dras, however, made it to 


Costa Rica this month. 
'There's an arrest warrant 
for me because they're 
accusing me of terrorism," 
Cuadras said by phone. 
He was working to organize 
support to pressure Ortega. 
He had already met with 
former Costa Rican Presi- 
dentOscarAriasand mem- 
bersofthe country's legisla¬ 
ture. 

'Those who manage to 
flee cross to Costa Rica or 
Honduras," Cuadras said. 
'There are many who have 
already been taken pris¬ 
oner." 

J ouma lists saw three young 
Nicaraguan men ordered 
off a bus headed into 
Costa Rica Tuesday at the 
Pena Blancas crossing, ap¬ 
parently for lack of appro¬ 
priate documents. 

The U.N. office said Costa 
Rica is receiving about 200 
asylum applications per 
day. 

Costa Rica says nearly 
8,000 Nicaraguans have 
filed asylum claims since 
anti-govemment protests 
began in April and the U.N.

— Venezuela's fractured 
opposition coalition is ad¬ 
vancing in itseffortsto unite 
around a new plan of ac¬ 
tion as the country's eco¬ 
nomic crisis deepens, a key 
anti-govemment leader 
says 

Henrique Capriles told The 
Associated Press in an in¬ 
terview Monday that meet¬ 
ings in recent weeks with 
other anti-govemment 
leaders have been pro¬ 
ductive. 

He declined to reveal de- 
tailsofthe closed-doortalks 
but said an announcement 
would come soon. 

The former presidential 
candidate and ex-gover- 
nor said that the opposi¬ 
tion's challenge now is to 
unite frustrated Venezue¬ 
la ns who have recently be¬ 


gun holding small protests 
around the nation to proj¬ 
ect a single political mes¬ 
sage. 

Residents have been tak¬ 
ing to the streets, upset 
that their paychecks are 
being pulverized by ram¬ 


pant inflation and the gov¬ 
ernment's failure to reliably 
provide basic servicessuch 
as water and electricity. 

"It's a challenge for the 
nurses, teachers and ev¬ 
erybody to follow the same 
path, to articulate the 


same political message," 
Capriles said. 

Incumbent NicolasMaduro 
in 2013 defeated Capriles 
forthe presidency, and last 
year officials disqualified 
him from participating in 
any election for 15 years on 
grounds of alleged admin¬ 
istrative irregularities dur¬ 
ing his tenure as governor. 
Capriles denies the allega¬ 
tions He acknowledged 
that Venezuela's opposi¬ 
tion has struggled to rekin¬ 
dle momentum after near¬ 
daily protests that drew 
thousands to the streets 
died out after four months 
la st year. He said now is the 
time to unite. 

"Either we do it fa stand we 
do it now — or we disap¬ 
pear," Capriles said. 
Capriles said that Venezu¬ 
ela's crippling economic 
crisis could soon force em¬ 


battled President Nicolas 
Maduro backto the nego¬ 
tiating table. 

Several roundsof mediated 
talks between the govern¬ 
ment and opposition last 
year failed to reach any 
agreement, but Capriles 
now thinks they would be 
more fruitful, given the 
government's weakening 
position. The International 
Monetary Fund recently 
projected that Venezuela's 
inflation thisyearcould top 
1 million percent, compar¬ 
ing the country's economic 
turmoil to Genoany's af¬ 
ter World War I and Zim¬ 
babwe's at the beginning 
of the last decade. It said 
Venezuela's economic fall 
was among the world's 
deepest in sixdecades.

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NBA strikes 
deal with 
MG M Resorts 
to provide 
data to 
bettois 

NEWYORK(AP) — The NBA 

and WNBA will now share 
official data with MGM Re¬ 
sorts International, a major 
win for the leagues as they 
prepare for the anticipat¬ 
ed growth of sports betting 
across the country. 

The Las Vegas-based ca¬ 
sino giant will pay the NBA 
for that data to use in de¬ 
termining outcomes of var¬ 
ious bets. The NBA's stance 
has been that getting ac¬ 
curate statsto bettors is crit¬ 
ical so players know what 
they're betting on and so 
casinos will know when to 
payout, and MGM Resorts 
is the first casino to make 
an arrangement with the 
league forthose numbers. 
Terms of the deal an¬ 
nounced Tuesday were 
not disclosed, other than 
it's a multiyear arrange¬ 
ment. 

"I know the value of data," 
MGM chairman and CEO 
J ames Murren sa id. 'To be 
able to have the official 
NBA data for sports bettors 
around the world is very 
valuable. I was willing to, 
and I've paid for that." 

NBA Commissioner Adam 
Silver, who has been talk¬ 
ing with Murren about such 
an arrangement for weeks, 
said the leagues believe 
they're getting adequate¬ 
ly compensated for the 
data. 

"It'sa leap offaith on both 
sides," Silver said. "It's a 
deal moderate in length 
where I think we can both 
step back and assess as 
we go and see, 'Is it work¬ 
ing? Isthisdealfair? Are we 
providing the consumers 
with the right type of expe¬ 
rience?'"

Munay tests hip, comes bac k to edge Me Donald in Washington

WASHINGTON (AP) — Andy 
Murray let out one yell, 
then another, and violently 
pumped his right fist. Quite 
a reaction, considering this 
wasmerelya first-round vic¬ 
tory overan inexperienced 
opponent who recently 
cracked the top 100 for the 
first time. 

Still, this meant something 
to Murray. 

It wa s a test of his surg ic a lly 
repaired hip, and he put 
aside a deficit and some 
real rust to win his first hard- 
court match in nearly IV 2 
years, coming back at the 
Citi Open to edge Mack¬ 
enzie McDonald of the U.S. 
3-6, 6-4, 7-5. 

"I enjoyed getting through 
that one — obviously, you 
see by the celebration," 
Murray said after a match 
that began a little past 10 
p.m. Monday because of 
a rain delay, and ended at 
12:45 a.m. Tuesday. 

"Itwasgreatto getthrough 
that one," he said, "but in 
terms of the actual way 
that I went about the 
match and played the 
match, I wasn't that happy 
with it." 

There were stretches when 
Murray looked very much 
like exactly what he is at 
the moment: a guy work¬ 
ing hisbackfrom an opera¬ 
tion in January. Particularly 
when he wasfailing to con¬ 
vert any of the five match 
points he held while serving 
forthe win at 5-4 in the final 
set. He won on his seventh, 
though. 

Murray is a former No. 1 
who owns two Wimbledon 
trophies plus another from 
the U.S. Open. But he's 
ranked just 832nd now, on 
account of so much time 
away. 

He sat out the second half 
of last season because 
of the bad hip, and then 
didn't compete this year 


until J une. 

This match was only Mur¬ 
ray's fourth of 2018. No. 5 
will come in the second 
round of the Citi Open 
against Kyle Edmund, the 
man who overtook him as 
Britain's top-ranked man 
during Murray's injury ab¬ 
sence. 

"I'll certainly have to play 
bettertennis," Murray said. 
He pulled out of Wimble¬ 
don on J uly 1 because, he 
said at the time, it "might 
be a bit too soon in the re¬ 
covery process" for his hip 
to try to compete in best- 
of-five-set matches. 
AgainstMcDonald, he said, 
'the movements and stuff 
were fine. I chased balls 
down. 

Obviously lasted pretty 
well." 

Murray played just fine for 
the opening 10 minutes, 
breaking fora 2-0 lead. And 
then hisgame devolved for 
quite a lengthy spell into a 
ragged display, filled with 
six double-faults—two in a 
row to get broken to 2-1 — 
and shots that missed the 
mark. 

The 23-year-old McDon¬ 
ald, a Californian who won 
NCAA singlesand doubles 
titles at UCLA, made it to 
the fourth round at the All 
England Club this month, 
the first time he had made 
itthatfarata majortouma- 
ment. 

That put him into the top 
100, and he's now 80th. 

He took six of seven games 
in one stretch and was ac¬ 
tually one point from serv¬ 
ing forthe victory, holding 
a break point while already 
ahead by a set and 4-3 in 
the second. 

Eventually, Murray righted 
himself, just before rain re¬ 
turned. 

That forced the postpone¬ 
ment until Tuesday of a 
match involving another 
three-time major champ: 
Stan Wawrinka, who was 


scheduled to face Ameri¬ 
can qualifier Donald 
Young. 

In other matches, Noah 
Rubin got past Mikhail You- 
zhny 6-4, 6-4, Tim Smyczek 
beat Ricardas Berankis 7-6 
(4), 6-2, and Malekjaziri 
defeated Evgeny Donskoy 
6-4, 6-1. Rubin now faces 
No. 2 seed J ohn Isner, J aziri 
plays No. 1 seed and de¬ 
fending champion Alexan¬ 
der Z/erev, while Smyczek 
meets Z/erev's older broth¬ 
er, No. 15 seed Mischa. 

In women's results, two-time 
major champion Svetlana 
Kuznetsova beat Kristie 
Ahn 6-2, 6-1, Katie Boulter 
eliminated No. 5seed Alek- 
sandra Krunic 6-2, 6-0, and 
Andrea Petkovic defeated

ATLANTA (AP) — The MLS 

AII-StarGame is more than 
the league showing off its 
best players against Italian 
powerhouse J uventus. 

It's a chance to flaunt one 
of its biggest success sto¬ 
ries 

The A-T-L. 

Atlanta United has shat¬ 
tered just about every MLS 
attendance record since 
joining the league in 2017 
, which made it a natural 
choice to host the All-Star 
Game at Mercedes-Benz 
Stadium. Another mark 
could fall in Wednesday 
night's match, expected to 
lure upwards of 70,000 fa ns 
to this technological mar¬ 
vel of a stadium. 

'That's why the game is 
here,"said United defender 
Michael Parkhurst, one of 
five players from league¬ 
leading Atlanta picked for 
the MLS team. "It's to show¬ 
case the city itself, the sta¬ 
dium, the atmosphere that 
we create here. It's spe¬ 
cial." 

Indeed, there's nothing un¬ 
usual about drawing such 
a mammoth soccercrowd 
in Atla nta. 

In its debut season, United 
shattered the league re¬ 
cord by averaging 48,200 
per game — more than 
doubling all but three other 
teams in MLS. The club is 
projected to go even high¬ 
er this season, averaging 
nearly 52,000 through its first 
dozen home matches. 

The top five individual 
game crowds in MLS history 
have all been in Atlanta, 


which has eclipsed 70,000 
for every regular-season 
match in which the upper 
deck has been open . The 
target to beat for an AII- 
StarGame is 70,728, which 
was the record turnout for 
the 2010 match at Hous¬ 
ton's NFL stadium. 

If the weather forecast 
holds — there was a strong 
chance of thunderstorms 
— the camera lens-resem¬ 
bling roof will be closed to 
ensure a comfortable set¬ 
ting for both the players 
and the big crowd. 

Too bad. 

The complex structure only 
recently began operat¬ 
ing properly, allowing it to 
open or close in less than 
10 minutes. 

Every other aspect of the 
$1.5 billion stadium has 
drawn rave reviews, set¬ 
ting it up to be one of the 


leading venues for the 
2026 World C up that will be 
largely hosted by the Unit¬ 
ed States. The winning bid, 
which also includes Mexico 
and Canada, calls for six 
games to be held in Atlan¬ 
ta — including a semifinal. 
The stadium has already 
developed quite a reputa¬ 
tion in MLS, with its chant¬ 
ing, flag-waving fans 
showing off their passion 
while giving United a huge 
home-field edge. 

"It's surprising," New York 
Red Bulls forward Bradley 
Wright-Phillips said before 
a workout Tuesday at the 
stadium. "I heard a lot of 
talk before they came into 
the league about how it 
was going to be. I wasn't 
sure, but playing here and 
watching them on TV, the 
support these players have 
is a mazing." 


Since the current All-Star 
Game format was adopt¬ 
ed in 2005, pitting a team 
ofMLSstarsagainsta prom¬ 
inent club from Europe, the 
American-based league 
holdsa 7-6edge. 
Ofcourse,thisgame means 
a lot more to MLS than it 
doesto the opponent. 

J uventus, which is riding 
a streak of seven straight 
titles in Serie A, is merely 
tuning up fora league sea¬ 
son than begins in less than 
two weeks. The Italian club 
already played two exhibi¬ 
tions in the U.S. as part of 
the International Champi¬ 
ons Cup — beating Ger¬ 
many's Bayem Munich and 
Portugal's Benfica — and 
has one more friendly Sat¬ 
urday against Real Madrid 
before returning to Europe. 

J uventus didn't bring along 
five-time FIFA Player of the 


Year Cristiano Ronaldo , 
acquired from Real Ma¬ 
drid a few weeks ago in a 
record transfer deal for a 
playerolderthan 30. 

Still recovering from the 
World Cup, Ronaldo re¬ 
mained in Italy to train, 
along with new teammates 
Gonzalo Higuain, Juan 
Cuadrado, Mario Mandzu- 
kic and Paulo Dybala. 
Manager Massimiliano Al¬ 
legri is confident that his 
squad is ready to make an- 
othertitle run in Serie A. 
'There isn't much to do," he 
said through a translator.

Vikings, Diggs teach deal on 5-year extension

kings to victory over New 
Orleans in last season's 
playoffs. Selected in the 
fifth round out of Maryland 
in 2015, Diggs has been 
one of the biggest steals of 
that draft. 

He formed a prolific tan¬ 
dem with Adam Thielen last 
year, helping Case Kee- 
num stabilize the passing 
game after Sam Bradford 
was injured. 

Now the Vikings have a 


new quarterback in Kirk 
Cousins, who was elated 
by the news that Diggs is 
under contract through 
2023. 

'What I most like is he loves 
football and lovesto come 
and work, because as a 
quarterback it can be mis¬ 
erable if you're out here 
with someone who is here 
to just get a paycheck and 
leave," Cousins said. "He 
wants to work." 

The Vikings offense was at 
the new practice facility on 
Monday night past 9 p.m. 


"I've been a part of some 
locker rooms where by 9 
o'clock, some of your guys 
are sleeping in the back 
row, not taking notes, not 
paying attention. They're 
basically checked out, tex¬ 
ting or whatever," Cousins 
said. 'That's not him. That's 
not these guys." 

The new deal is valued at 
$72 million plus an addi¬ 
tional $9 million in possible 
incentives, according to a 
person with knowledge of

— Australian golfer J arrod 
Lyle has opted not to seek 
furthertneatmentin his long 
fight against leukemia and 
will receive palliative care 
at home, his family an¬ 
nounced late Tuesday. 

The 36-year-old Lyle, who 
won twice on the Nation¬ 
wide Tour in 2008, was first 
diagnosed with leukemia 
as a teenager and suf¬ 
fered recurrences of the 
disease in 2012 and 2017. 
Ina postonLyle'sFacebook 
page, his wife Briony wrote 
that Lyle had "reached his 
limit" and that he and his 
doctors had agreed thata 
"positive outcome" was no 
longerachievable. 

"My heart breaks as I type 
this message," reads the 
post, which has a photo 
of Lyle hugging one of his 
daughters. "Earlier today 
(Tuesday) J arrod made 
the decision to stop active 
treatment and begin pal¬ 
liative care. He has given 
everything that he's got 
to give, and his poor body 
cannottake anymore. 
"We'll be taking him closer 
to home in the next couple 


of days so he can finally 
leave the hospital. 

'There is simply not enough 
time to get this message 
out to everyone individu¬ 
ally, so for some of our 
really close friends and 
family I cannot apologize 


enough for breaking the 
news in this way ... J arrod 
knows he is loved, and the 
thousands of prayers and 
well wishes that have been 
sent his way have kept 
him going through some 
incredibly tough times. But 


he has reached his limit, 
and the docs have finally 
agreed that they can no 
longer strive for a positive 
outcome." 

She added: "My focus 
as of today is on our girls 
and doing whatever I can 


to get them through the 
challenges ahead. Jarrod 
will be closer to them very 
soon, and will spend as 
much time as he can with 
them. 

'When it'sappropriate, I will 
post details of a memorial 
service. In the meantime 
we ask that you respect 
our privacy at this difficult 
time." 

Lyle underwent a bone 
marrow transplant last De¬ 
cember following a recur¬ 
rence of acute myeloid 
leukemia. 

Lyle twice beat acute my¬ 
eloid leukemia, in 1998 
and 2012, and was able 
to return to play profes¬ 
sional golf. He made an 
emotional comeback to 
the golf course during the 
2013 Australian Masters in 
Melbourne before using a 
medical exemption to play 
on the U.S. PGA Tour in 
2015. He played foursea- 
sonson the U.S. tour, where 
he earned $1,875 million in 
121 tournaments. 

Lyle returned to Australia 
permanently to be with 
Briony and daughters Lusi 
and J emma.O

It's the first such deal be¬ 
tween a major U.S. sports 
league and a casino. 

'We understood the value 
of our marks, of offic ial des¬ 
ignations," Silver said. "But 
I think then in terms of the 
data we're providing, we 
have a sense of the magni¬ 
tude of the current business 
and a sense of where things 
may go over the next few 
years. And I'd say we gen¬ 
erally tried to approximate 
in a sense to come up with 
what we thought was fair 
compensation." 

How MGM will get that 
data remains unclear. 

NBA stat data is distribut¬ 
ed globally by Sportradar, 
which sends it to media 
outlets, broadcasters and 
betting outlets outside the 
U.S. — but not inside this 
country, at least for now.

People feel better whether they are soaking in 
our beautiful Caribbean sea. Taking time off 
from our daily responsibilities to relax and play 
in nature revitalizes our spirit. Yet, the increase 
in vitamin D from sunshine and iodine from the 
sea isbenefiting ourphysical health aswell. 
Iodine is a trace element, essential for good 
health. Iodine is naturally present in seawater 
as well as many marine fish and plants. It is 
found naturally in some food sand is a Iso added 
to salt that is labeled as "iodized". For many 
years I assumed those of us who live in the trop¬ 
ics would have sufficient levels of iodine in our 
bodies. Afterall, we swim in the ocean regu¬ 
larly and our diet includes lots of fish, fruits and 
vegetables, which should contain iodine from 
the soil. 

Urinary iodine levels in the US today are about 
half whatthey were in the 1970s. Since ourcur- 
rent Island diet, like most modem diets, includes 
imported, conventionally grown food, we is¬ 
landers, like most people are now iodine defi¬ 
cient. My assumptions about our iodine levels 
were wrong. 

In order not to assume and to confirm levels, 

I started testing our patient iodine levels. To 
do this, we have you collect some urine in the 
morning and evening. Since iodine levels are 
especially important for the thyroid, we send 
the sample to a lab specializing in Hormones. 
Symptoms and potential risk for iodine deficien¬ 


cy include: Depression, Infertility, Feeling cold 
all the time orcold handsand feet, Sleep distur¬ 
bances, Elevated cholesterol, Achesand pains, 
Dry skin, Fatigue, Heart palpitations, Constipa¬ 
tion, Anxiety, Foggy thinking, Low libido, Thin¬ 
ning hair, Brittle nails, Headaches, Weight gain 
with an inability to lose weight, and menstrual 
irregularities, to name a few symptoms. These 
symptoms also appear in people with a slow 
Thyroid, hypothyroidism. Yourthyroid gland se¬ 
cretes iodine- rich hormones thyroxin and triio¬ 
dothyronine, which regulate your metabolism 
rate; but its effects a re felt a II overthe body. 
Hypothyroidism disproportionately affects 
women at a rate of a bout 9 to 1 in the US. The 
reasonforthisisthatthe female hormone estro¬ 
gen inhibits the absorption of iodine. Women 
who are pregnant or nursing need about 50% 
more iodine to provide sufficient iodine fortheir 
baby. 

Iodine has a nutritional relationship with seleni¬ 
um. Medical researchers have found that men 
with the highest levels of selenium had a 52% re¬ 
duced risk of diabetes, compared to those with 
the lowest selenium levels Laboratory studies 
indicate the potentially beneficial role of sele¬ 
nium in the management of breast cancer. It 
actually could be that selenium is stimulating 
the iodine in the breast. 

The breast strongly and actively concentrates 
iodine into breast-milk for the benefit of the de¬ 
veloping infant, and may develop lumpy swell¬ 
ing, sometimes manifesting asfibrocystic breast 
disease, when iodine level are low.

DNA to X-ray: Military has variety of tools to ID remains

NEW YORK (AP) - The U S. 

military remains released 
by North Korea on Friday 
will be sent to a military lab 
in Hawaii, where they'll en¬ 
ter a system that routinely 
identifies service members 
from decades-old conflicts 
Identifications depend on 
combining multiple lines of 
evidence, and they can 
take time: Even after de¬ 
cades, some cases remain 
unresolved. 

Dog tagsfound with the re¬ 
mains can help, and even 
scraps of clothing can be 
traced to the material used 
in uniforms. Teeth can be 
matched with dental re¬ 
cords. Bones can be used 
to estimate height. And the 
distinctive shape of a clavi¬ 
cle bone can be matched 
to records of X-rays taken 
decades ago to look for 
tuberculosis, said Charles 
Prichard, a spokesman for 
the Defense POW/MIA Ac¬ 
counting Agency. 

If a DNA analysis is called 
for, samples are sent to a 
military DNA lab at Dover 
Air Force Base in Delaware. 
Tiny samples of bone or 
teeth, no bigger than the 
amount of bone in the 
last joint of the pinkie fin¬ 
ger, are enough to yield 
usable DNA, said Timothy 
McMahon, who oversees 
the Doverlab asdirectorof 
Defense Department DNA 
Operations 

Each sample is sanded to 
remove surface contami¬ 
nation, ground to the con¬ 
sistency of baby powder, 
and then treated with a 
substance that dissolves 
the bone and leaves the 
DNA for ana lysis. That DNA 
is then compared with ge¬ 
netic samples from living 
people who are related to 
the missing. 

The military has been col¬ 
lecting DNA from such fam¬ 


ily memberssince 1992, and 
has reached the relatives 
of 92 percent of the 8,100 
service memberswho were 
listed as missing at the end 
of the Korean War, McMa¬ 
hon said. 

The goal is to find bits of 
DNA in common between 
the known relatives and 
the unidentified remains, 
suggesting both belong to 
a particular lineage. One 
analysis develops a pro¬ 
file that combines what's 
found at 23 spots in the 
DNA, forexample. 

By analyzing different kinds 
of DNA, lab scientists can 
look for markers passed 
down by generations of 
women, or of men, or of 
both sexes The lab once 
linked remains to a great- 
great-great-great-grand¬ 
niece who initially had no 
idea she was related to the 
missing service member, 
McMahon said. 

Once a link is made, the 
lab estimates how strongly 
it suggests the remains be¬ 
long to a particular person, 
and send the results back 


to Hawaii. There, it's com¬ 
bined with the otherlinesof 
evidence. 

'We're just one spoke in a 
wheel to make the identi¬ 
fication," McMahon said. 
'We all work together." 
Since Oct. 1, the Hawaii lab 
has identified 25 service 
members from the Korean 
War, part of the 119 iden¬ 
tifications made overall in 
that time period, Prichard 
said. Forthe 12 months be¬ 
fore that, 42 sets of remains 
from the Korean War were 
accounted for, which in¬ 
cludes briefing the relatives 


in person, out of 183 overall. 
The agency identifies re¬ 
mains from not only the 
Korean War, but a Iso World 
War II through the first Gulf 
War in Iraq. 

How long does it take? 

If a clavicle bone can be 
matched to an X-ray, it 
might be done in just three 
days, Prichard said. But in 
other cases, it can take 
decades. He noted some 
remains recovered from 
North Korea from 1990 to 
2005 are still awaiting iden¬ 
tification. 

Forjan Curran, of Gilbert, 


Arizona, the new remains 
turned overby North Korea 
have stirred hope. 

Curran has no memory of 
herfather, naval aviator l_t. 
Charles Garrison, who was 
shot down over Korea and 
captured in May 1951. He 
died in captivity, and no 
remains have been identi¬ 
fied. 

Curran, 70, has spent de¬ 
cades working to give him 
a proper burial. She's at¬ 
tended scores of meetings 
for families of those missing 
in action in Korea. She was 
the driving force in the late 
1990s in getting several of 
her family members — in¬ 
cluding her sister, an aunt, 
an uncle and cousins — to 
join her in giving DNA sam¬ 
ples to the military in an ef¬ 
fort to identify her father's 
remains, should they be 
found .Will their long wait 
now come to an end? 

'We know it's a small 
chance, but we can't help 
but hope," she said, her 
voice breaking with emo¬ 
tion. "It would be wonder¬ 
ful. It's too much to hope 
for. 

"It's a mazing, after a II these 
years, how much it can still 
hurt not to have him."

Scientists: Surprisingly small 
'dead zone 1 off Louisiana

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — This 
yea risGulf of Mexico "dead 
zone" is surprisingly small, 
but the oxygen-depleted 
water rose higher toward 
the surface than usual, sci¬ 
entists said Tuesday. 

Dead zones are areas in 
which wateratand above 
the sea floor ho Ids too little 
oxygen to support marine 
life. This dead zone is the 
fourth-smallest ever mea¬ 
sured in Louisiana, and is 
only about 40 percent the 
average size predicted 
earlier this year based on 
nitrogen and other nutri¬ 
ents flowing down the Mis¬ 


sissippi river. 

"Although the area is small 
this year, we should not 
think that the low-oxygen 
problem in the Gulf of 
Mexico is solved. We are 
not close to the goal size 
for this hypoxic area," said 
lead scientist Nancy Rab- 
a la is of Louisiana State Uni¬ 
versity and the Louisiana 
Universities Marine Consor¬ 
tium. 

The dead zone covers 
about 2,720 square miles 
(7,040 square kilometers), 
rising in some areas as 
much as three-quarters 
of the way to the surface, 
she said. The sea-floor area 
is about 50 percent larger 
than the goal set by the 


Mississippi River Nutrient/ 
Hypoxia Task Force, she 
said. 

Each year's oxygen deple¬ 
tion begins as snowmelt, 
and followed by spring 
rains pouring from the Mis¬ 
sissippi River into the gulf. 
The newly deposited fresh 
water is lighter than salt 
water, causing two layers 
to develop. 

Nitrogen and other nu¬ 
trients in the fresh water 
feed a growth spurt of al¬ 
gae and microorganisms 
at the top. The microor¬ 
ganisms die and fall to the 
bottom, where theirdecay 
consumesoxygen from the 
bottom up.Q

IDS ANGELES (AP) — De¬ 
spite enthusiastic discourse 
around diversity in film, a 
report from the University 
of Southern California's An- 
nenbeng Inclusion Initia¬ 
tive released Tuesday says 
when it comes to the num¬ 
bers, little has changed, 
fhe most popular movies 
are still largely the domain 
of white, straight, able- 
bodied men, both in front 
ofthe camera and behind. 
The percentage of female 
characters with speaking 
parts in the top 100 films 
has remained largely un¬ 
changed at or around 30 
percent over the past de¬ 
cade, according to the 
report released Tuesday. 
And in survey of the top 
100 films of 2017, a year in 
which the top three were 
the female-led "Star Wars: 
The La st J ed i," "Bea uty a nd 
the Beast" and 'Wonder 
Woman," only 33 featured 
women in a lead or co¬ 
lead. Four of those were 
from an underrepresented 
group, and five were over 
the age of 45. 

Women of color are still 
among the most margin¬ 


alized, which the report 
calls an epidemic of invis¬ 
ibility. In 2017, 64 ofthe top 
100 films did not include a 
single Latina character, 65 
were missing Asian females, 
and 43 were devoid of any 
black female characters. 
78 films were without a fe- 
male character with a dis¬ 
ability and 94 absent of an 
LGBT female. The report 
calls itan epidemic of invis¬ 
ibility. 

"It was an unprecedented 
year where you had the 
top spots at the domestic 
boxoffice driven byfemale 
leads, and yet we find 


ourselves in another year 
where almost nothing has 
changed." said Dr. Stacy 
L. Smith, Founding Director 
of the Annenberg Inclusion 
Initiative. "In the aggregate, 
Hollywood isn't embracing 
any solution. It's business as 
usual orembracing the sta- 
tusquo asusual." 

The Annenberg Inclusion 
Initiative has been tracking 
and examining the top 100 
films every year since 2007 
leading to a database of 
1,100 films a nd 48,757 c ha r- 
acters. 

And while the Time's Up and 
#MeToo movements have 


affected every level ofthe 
e nte rta in me nt ind ustry o ve r 
the past nine months, any 
statistically significant im¬ 
pact will likely not be seen 
on screen for another year 
ormore. 

"As Time's Up focuses on 
safety, equity and dignity, 
we need to be looking to 
2019and 2020forthe major 
changes where Time's Up 
exerts its influence and we 
see a shift in hiring practices 
forthe first time," Smith said. 
"Until hiring changes, these 
numberswill not move." 

The report suggests solu¬ 
tions like the "just add five" 


concept, which advocates 
for adding five speaking 
roles for women in every 
script to achieve gender 
equity by 2020, orthe inclu¬ 
sion rider, which is a con¬ 
tract addendum requiring 
studios to hire a diverse 
crew and cast for a proj¬ 
ect. Frances McDormand 
popularized the term by 
mentioning it in her Oscars 
acceptance speech. 
Although many in the in¬ 
dustry have embraced the 
concept of inclusion riders, 
like Michael B.J ordan, Matt 
Damon, Ben Affleck and 
Paul Feig and others who 
run production companies, 
some have criticized the 
idea saying it is potentially 
illegal. Smith says that the 
critics misunderstand the 
concept and should speak 
to employment attorneys 
to understand how to ex¬ 
ecute it.

"Vicious" comes five years 
after Halestorm's Grammy- 
winning hit "Love Bites (So 
Do I)" became the group's 
standing claim to main¬ 
stream fame. Produced 
by Nick Raskulinecz, who 
hasworked with bands like 
Foo Fighters and Alice in 
Chains, 'Vicious" is a jump

By CANDICE CHOI 
AP Food Industry VUHter 
NEW YORK (AP) — McDon¬ 
ald 's is fig hting to hold onto 
customers as the Big Mac 
turns 50, but it isn't chang¬ 
ing the makings of its most 
famous burger. 

The company iscelebrating 
the 1968 national launch of 
the double-decker sand¬ 
wich whose ingredients of 
'two all-beef patties, spe- 
cialsauce, lettuce,cheese, 
pickles, onions and a sesa¬ 
me seed bun" were seared 
into American memories 
by a "IV jingle. But the mile¬ 
stone comes as the com¬ 
pany reduces its number of 
U.S. stores. Me Dona Id's said 
Thursday that customers 
are visiting less often. Other 
trendy burger options are 
reaching into the heart¬ 
land. 

The 'Golden Arches" still 
have a massive global 
reach, and the McDon- 
ald'sbrand of cheeseburg¬ 
ers, chicken nuggets and 
french fries remains recog¬ 
nizable around the world. 
But on its critic a I home turf, 
the company is toiling to 
stay relevant. Kale now ap¬ 
pears in salads, fresh hasre- 
placed frozen beef patties 


in Quarter Pounders, and 
some stores now offer or¬ 
dering kiosks, food delivery 
and barista-style cafes 
The milestone for the Big 
Mac shows how much 
McDonald's and the rest 
of fast-food have evolved 
around it. 

'Glearly, we've gotten a 
little more sophisticated in 
our menu development," 


McDonald's CEO Steve 
Easterb rook said in a phone 
interview. 

As with many of its popu¬ 
lar and long-lasting menu 
items, the idea for the Big 
Mac came from a franchi¬ 
see. 

In 1967, Michael James 
'Jim" Delligatti lobbied the 
company to let him test 
the burger at his Pittsburgh

restaurants Later, he ac¬ 
knowledged the Big Mac's 
similarity to a popularsand- 
wich sold by the Big Boy 
chain. 

'This wasn't like discovering 
the light bulb. The bulb was 
already there. All I did was 
screw it in the socket," Del¬ 
ligatti said, according to 
"Behind the Arches." 
McDonald's agreed to let 


Delligatti sell the sandwich 
at a single location, on the 
condition that he use the 
company's standard bun. 
It did n't work. Delligatti tried 
a biggersesame seed bun, 
and the burger soon lifted 
sales by more than 12 per¬ 
cent. 

After similar results at more 
stores, the Big Mac was 
added to the national 
menu in 1968. Other ideas 
from franchisees that hit 
the big time include the 
Filet-0-Fish, Egg Me Muffin, 
Apple Pie (once deep-fried 
but now baked), and the 
Shamrock Shake. 

'The company has ben¬ 
efited from the ingenuity 
of its small business men," 
wrote Ray Krcrc, who trans¬ 
formed the McDonald's 
into a global franchise, in 
his book, 'Grinding It Out."

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Huge 
sculptures of sea life are 
dotted about New Orleans' 
aquarium and zoo , all of 
them made from plastic 
trash that washed ashore. 
There's a great white shark 
made partly of bottle caps 
and beach toys and a jelly¬ 
fish made mostly of cut-up 
water bottles. 

The artwork, part of a proj¬ 
ect called Washed Ashore 
: Art to Save the Sea, is the 
creation of Angela Hasel- 
tine Pozzi, who started 
making the pieces after 
seeing plastic heaped by 
the waves onto Oregon's 
southern coast. Pozzi was 
in the town of Band on, 
where her grandparents 
had lived, mourning her first 
husband'sdeath. 

"I'd known its beaches all 
my life," she said. "I went 
to the ocean to heal and 
found that the ocean 
needed healing." 

She wants the scale of her 
creations to make people 
realize just how much plas¬ 
tic gets into the ocean — 
and to act on that knowl¬ 
edge. Signs next to each 
piece suggest simple ways 
to reduce the problem, 
such as not using plastic 
straws, re-using water bot¬ 


tles, and picking up other 
people's litter. 

"Every piece oftrash picked 
up and properly disposed 
of is a piece that will not 
cause harm to local en¬ 
vironments and animals," 
states the sign for "Greta 
the Great White Shark." 
Pozzi's aim is art that is 
"beautiful, and a little hor¬ 
rifying." 

An army of volunteers in 
Oregon — about 10,000 


since Pozzi started in 2010 
— help hercollect, prepare 
and assemble the beach 
trash into art. One of their 
wash-basins for plastic is a 
bathtub also found on the 
beach. 

She now has more than 70 
pieces in three exhibitions 
currently traveling the U.S., 
and hasrequestsfromover¬ 
seas Herworkhasbeen dis¬ 
played at zoos, aquariums 
and botanical gardens, 


and she has permanent 
exhibits at the Smithsonian 
Museum of Natural History 
and a gallery in Bandon. 
The Audubon Aquarium of 
the Americas is currently 
showing six sculptures, while 
one of a puffin is on display 
at the Audubon Zbo; more 
pieces will be added to 
both locations in October. 
In addition to the shark 
and two jellyfish sculptures, 
there's a walk-through 


whale ribcage made with 
bucket lids, bottles, buoys 
and bait traps; a marlin 
with a beak made of fishing 
rods; and percussive "Musi¬ 
cal Sea weed."That statue's 
long leaves include metal 
and plastic bottle caps 
strung on wires so they rat¬ 
tle when a leaf is hit lightly. 
Robert and Lauryn Geosits 
of Mandeville, Louisiana, 
were visiting with theirthree 
children. 

'This is such a great idea for 
people to visualize just how 
muc h tra sh is in the oc ea n," 
said Lauryn Geosits. 

Her husband read from a 
sign while their baby slept 
in a stroller and Chelsea, 7, 
and Preston, 8, searched 
the shark for the items 
he named: 'There's a toy 
car bumper, bottle caps, 
beach toys, a lighter..." 
Asked about the strangest 
piece she's used, Pozzi said: 
'When you've processed 
more than 21 tons of debris 
into more than 70 pieces 
of art you've seen pretty 
much everything." 

'One of the most shock¬ 
ing are bleach bottles that 
have bite marks from fish," 
Pozzi said.

Fan petitions 
were also started online to 


rehire Gunn. 

"Each of us looks forward 
to working with our friend 
J ames again in the future," 
wrote the cast members, 
who said they were all 
shocked by the firing. 

Pratt added in an Insta- 


gram post that he would, 
"Personally love to see him 
reinstated as director of 
Volume 3." 

"Although I don't support 
James Gunn's inappropri¬ 
ate jokes from years ago, 
he is a good man," Pratt 


added. 

The letter a Iso discusses the 
climate that led to Gunn's 
abrupt firing and the lack 
of "due process in the court 
of public opinion." 

Gunn's current Twitter ac¬ 
count is heavy on left-lean¬ 
ing politics, and some on 
the right with whom he'd 
sparred found and promot¬ 
ed the tweets from 2008 to 
2011 that led to his firing.

MARRERO, La. (AP) — It 

was93 degrees and humid 
when I set out on a 4-mile 
stroll through a Louisiana 
swamp. 

Crazy, you say? But let me 
tell you what I found there, 
in the Barataria Preserve of 
Jean Lafitte National Histor¬ 
ical Parkand Preserve. 

A symphony of frogs. A 
700-year-old tree. And a 
verdant landscape of drip¬ 
ping moss and neon green 
that seemed to melt with 
the heat into the woods 
and wetlands. 

Fan-shaped palmettos 
waved hello along the 
trails Strange formations 
of cypress trees known as 
knees pushed up through 
the swampland. Moss cas¬ 
caded from branches 
overhead. I half-expected 
to spot a mythical crea¬ 
ture like the rougarou — 
half-wolf, half-man in Ca¬ 
jun folklore — lurking in the 
forest. But no werewolves 
or fairies crossed my path, 
though I wasstartled by the 
creepy sight of a couple of 
alligators floating motion¬ 
less and half-submerged in 
dark waters 

I was also enchanted by 
the continuous sound- 
scape of creatures bay¬ 
ing, chirping and croak¬ 
ing, from bronze frogs that 
sound like bicycle horns to 
narrowmouth toads that 
sound like sheep. 

"That night, back in my air- 
conditioned hotel room 
a half-hour drive from 
the park in New Orleans, 


I tweeted out a few sec¬ 
onds of a video I'd taken 
on my cellphone, showing 
the wet, green world I'd en¬ 
countered, along with its 
natural soundtrack. A short 
time later, the park's official 
Twitter feed, @JeanLafit- 
teNPS, retweeted it with this 
message: 'That'sthe way to 
stand up to a south Louisi¬ 
ana summer— packa bot¬ 
tle of water & stroll thru the 
swamp." 

I had to find out who was 
behind this empowering 
neve r-mind-the-weather 
message, and a couple of 
phone calls led me to Kristy 
Wallisch, a park ranger 
who handles Jean Lafitte's 


public information. 
'Traditionally summer is our 
low season because it's 
very hot," Wallisch said. But 
while locals head to Gulf 
Coast beaches this time of 
year to escape the heat 
and humidity, the park 
does get out-of-towners 
— like me. "Kids are out of 
school, people are trav¬ 
eling, and they're saying, 
'OK, it's going to be hot and 
humid, butwe're also going 
to see and hear amazing 
things we're never going 
to see and hear anywhere 
else,"' she said, adding: 
'You'll forget the heat and 
humidity three days later. 
But you'll always remember 
what a wonderful time you 
had." 

The Barataria Preserve is 
one of six distinct sites that 
make up Jean Lafitte Na¬ 
tional Historical Park and 
Preserve. The other sites in¬ 
clude a visitor center in New 
Orleans' famous French 
Quarterand the Chalmette 
Battlefield, where the Battle 
of New Orleans was fought 
in 1815. It was the final great 
b a ttle of the Wa r of 1812, in 
which Andrew J ackson led 
the Americans to a David- 
versus-Goliath triumph over 
British forces. 

J ackson owed his victory in 
part to the man for whom 
the park is named: Jean 
Lafitte. Lafitte was a pri¬ 


vateer — OK, let's just call 
him a pirate — who sup¬ 
plied Jackson with soldiers, 
guns and more. Had Lafitte 
shown up at the docks in 
New Orleans with his con¬ 
traband, he would have 
had to pay taxes on it. In¬ 
stead, he used the water¬ 
ways as back roads Some 
of his operations were 
based where the Barataria 
Preserve is now. 

My visit included a walk on 
the Palmetto Trail and the 
Bayou Coquille Trail. Co¬ 
quille is the French word for 
shell, named for an enor¬ 
mous mound of shells dis¬ 
carded by Native Ameri¬ 
cans who once inhabited 
the area. A sign marks that 


spottoday. 

Another sign showcas¬ 
es the "Monarch of the 
Swamp," a massive old- 
growth bald cypress tree 
estimated to be 700 years 
old. these trees were prized 
in the South because they 
were resistant to termites, 
so many of them were cut 
down. 

"We always wonder why 
that one survived," Wal¬ 
lisch said of the Monarch, 
adding that the joke goes 
that loggers must have en¬ 
countered it on a Friday 
afternoon when they were 
ready to knock off work 
and said, 'We're not start¬ 
ing on that tree today!" 
Hikers might also see liz¬ 
ards and snakes — but if 
you do, don't panic: "For 
the most part, they are not 
interested in us at all. They 
just want to go a bout their 
snaky business," Wallisch 
said. And if you see a white¬ 
tailed deer, you might no¬ 
tice that it appears smaller 
than deer in other regions 
but with bigger feet. 'They 
adapted," Wallisch said. 
'They evolved with those 
feet because it's easier to 
walkon wetground." 

The preserve isa great spot 
forbirding too, especially in 
fall and spring as millions of 
birds head south to Central 
or South America for the 
winter, then return. 

For tourists taking a side 
trip to the park from New 
Orleans, it's interesting to 
consider that the preserve 
"is pretty much what New 
Orleans looked like" when 
European settlers arrived 
300 yearsagoO
